Amend “The Tramways (Ireland) Act, 18(10,” and 
“ The Tramways (Ireland) Amendment Act, 
1861." 



W HEREAS for facilitating the internal Communication in 
Ireland by means of Tramways an Act was passed in tlie 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Years of the Reign of 
Her present Majesty (Chapter 152.), entitled “The Tramways 
5 (Ireland) Act, 18(50,” and the same was amended by another Act 
of tiro Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth Years of tlie Reign of Her 
present, Majesty, Chapter 102. : 

Ancl whereas tlie said Acts have been found inoperative, by reason 
of the Provisions thereof not being found suitable for tlie Purposes 
10 intended, and it is expedient to amend the same : 

Be it therefore enacted by tlie Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows ; that is to say, 

15 1 . The Deposit of Documents required by the Second and Fourth 

Sections of the said first-mentioned Act to be made with the 
Secretary of the Grand Jury of any County within which the 
Tramways are proposed shall also he made at the Office of the 
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Board of Trade, and the Memorial required by the said Fourth 
Section shall be addressed to the Board of Trade, and shall be in 
accordance with the Provisions of this Act, and the Board of Trade 
may from Time to Time alter and modify the several Matters and 
Things required to be done and deposited, as referred to in the 5 
said Sections, and in the Schedule A. referred to in the same Act. 

2. The Fifth Section of the said secondly before-mentioned Act 
is hereby repealed. 

3. The Ninth Section of the first-mentioned Act and the Sixth 
and Seventh Sections of the second-mentioned Act are hereby 10 
repealed ; and the Board of Trade, on the Application of the Pro- 
moters, and on being furnished by them with all such Plans and 
Documents and Information as the Board of Trade may require, 
shall make Inquiry whether the Requirements in point of Notices 
and Porrns of the said recited Acts and of the present Act have been 15 
complied with by the Promoters, and also make public Inquiry con- 
cerning the Merits of the Undertaking, and how far it may compete 
injuriously with existing Railways or with Railways for which 
Statutory Powers have been granted and are in force to be held in 

or near some Part of the Roads to be occupied or Lands proposed 20 
to be taken for the Tramway, and according to the Regulations 
contained in the Schedule A., Part V., to the said first-mentioned 
Act, and shall report their Opinion thereon, and also inquire into 
the Tolls and Charges proposed to be taken by the Promoters, 
and may by such Report recommend, if they think fit, any such 25 
Modification of the Undertaking or Tolls as may seem to them of 
public or local Advantage ; and such Report shall he laid before 
the Grand Jury at the Assizes to be held next after the holding of 
such Inquiry. 

4. The Fifth, Tenth, Eleventh, and Fourteenth Sections of the 30 
first-mentioned Act are hereby repealed ; and so soon as the Report 

of the Board of Trade required by the last-preceding Section of 
this Act shall be laid before the Grand Jury, the Grand Jury, in 
the event of the said Report being favourable to the Undertaking, 
shall, if they think fit, appoint a Committee of not less than Five, 35 
of whom Three shall be a Quorum, from their own Body, and refer 
the Inquiry into the Merits of the Undertaking to such Committee, 
who shall have Power to adjourn from Time to Time, and to 
continue then’ Sittings, notwithstanding that the Grand Jury may 
have adjourned, or have ceased to sit; and such Committee shall 40 
hear the Promoters or their Witnesses, or any Owner, Lessee, or 

Occupier 
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Occupier of any Lands proposed to be taken for the Purposes of the 
Undertaking, or alleged to be injuriously affected thereby, or any 
Railway or other Company or Person desiring to be heard in 
favour of the Undertaking or in opposition, on the Ground of 
Competition, or any Part of whose Rails, Trams, Stations, Works, 
or Accommodation is proposed to be taken or used or interfered 
with for the Purposes of the Undertaking, and such Committee 
shall then approve or disapprove, as they may think fit, of the 
Undertaking, with or without Modification ; and such Approval 
10 or such Disapproval, with, in case of Disapproval, the Grounds 
thereof, shall be certified in Writing under the Hand of the 
Secretary of the Grand Jury, and the Approval of such Com- 
mittee shall bo equivalent to the Approval of the Grand Jury: 

Provided that the Appeal contemplated in the said first-recited Act 
16 to the Lord Lieutenant in Council, in the event of the Approval of 
any one of the Grand Juries and the Disapproval of any other 
of such Grand Juries, as provided by the Seventh Section of the 
same Act, shall be entertained, and the Notice shall be given of 
the same, and such Appeal entertained and determined, as provided 
by the Twelfth Section of the same Act. 

20 5. No Appeal shall henceforth he against the Approval of any No Appeal 

Grand Jury, or against the Approval or Disapproval of the Lord of 

Lieutenant in Council. Grand Jury. 

6. Section IS. of the first-mentioned Act and Section Nine of ^“^Cer- 
tho secondly mentioned Act are hereby repealed ; and where the tificate to 
25 Undertaking is definitely approved of by the only Grand Jury or 
by all the Grand Juries before whom the Application comes, then 
in every such Case the Board of Trade shall, if they think fit, 
(notwithstanding any Alterations made by the Grand Jury in the 
Plan approved by the Board of Trade) settle and make a Certificate 
30 authorizing the making and maintaining of the Tramway, subject 
and according to tlic Provisions of this Act, by such Persons or 
Person or Body Corporate or Company, in such Maimer, subject 
to such Restrictions and Provisions, and on such Terms and Con- 
ditions, as shall be therein specified. 

36 7. Prom and after the passing of this Act, the recited Acts

(4.) In Sections Twenty-one, Twenty-two, Thirty-nine, Eorty- 

one, and Eorty-six of the first-mentioned Act the Board 10 
of Trade shall be substituted for the Board of Works : 

(5.) So much of Section Twenty- three of the first-mentioned 
Act as excepts the Provisions therein mentioned out of 
the Incorporation therein referred to is hereby repealed : 

(6.) In Sections Twenty-six, Twenty-seven, and Twenty-eight 15 
of the first-mentioned Act a Certificate of the Board of 
Trade shall be substituted for an Order of the Lord 
Lieutenant in Council, confirmed as therein provided : 

(7.) Sections Twenty-nine, Thirty, and Thirty-one of the first- 

mentioned Act shall be varied in accordance with the 20 
Provisions of this Act in such Manner as the Board of 
Trade, by Order published in the Dublin Gazette, from 
Time to Time direct, and every such Order so published 
shall be judicially noticed : 

(8.) In Sections Thirty-two and Eorty-five of the first-mentioned 25 
Act the Board of Trade shall be substituted for the Lord 
Lieutenant in Council, as far as regards Proceedings by 
or before the Board of Trade : 

(9.) Sections Eorty-two and Eorty-three of the first-mentioned 

Act are hereby repealed ; but nothing in the recited Acts 30 
or this Act, or in any Certificate of the Board of Trade 
thereunder, shall authorize the taking, except with the 
Owner’s Consent, of any Land or Building which could 
not, except with such Consent, be taken for the Purposes 
of a new Road, under the Enactments for the Time being 35 
in force relative to Presentments by Grand Juries : 

(10.) Section Eorty-six of the first-mentioned Act shall extend 
and apply to the Acts mentioned in the Schedule to this 
Act, and the Board of Trade may from Time to Time 
make such Rules as to them seem fit for adapting the 40 
Provisions of those Acts, as far as requisite, to Tram- 
ways under the recited Acts and this Act, and all such 
Rules shall be published in the Dublin Gazette, and when

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so published shall have Effect as if they had been enacted 
by Parliament, and shall be judicially noticed : 

(11.) Section Eorty-nine of the first-mentioned Act is hereby 
repealed. 

5 8. The Tolls and Hates of Charge which may be specially Tolls may 

prescribed by the Certificate of the Board of Trade authorizing the f^^those 
making of any Tramways need not henceforth be limited to the specified in 
Tolls and Hates of Charge specified in Schedule B. to the said first- g 3 !*| 4Vlct ‘ 
mentioned Act. 

10 9. It shall henceforth be lawful to use Locomotives as well as Locomotives 

Animal Power in the working of the Tramways authorized under may be U8edl 
f.bis Act ; and it shall be lawful for the Board of Trade from Time 
to Time to make any Rules to be observed by the Parties working- 
such Tramway, and such Rules shall become ipso facto Byelaws of 
15 the Company, and shall be observed as such. 

10 . Every Tramway made under this Act may be constructed upon Provision 
such a Gauge as may be prescribed by the Certificate of the Board * or Gauge ' 
of Trade. 

11. The Provisions contained in the Eighth Section of the secondly Provision as 
20 recited Act, which declares that no Order authorizing the Con- JJaaSSS^ 

struction of a Tramway shall be taken to authorize or sanction the Companies. 
Employment by an existing Company of any Capital or Eunds for 
the Purposes of such Tramway, which, independently of such Order, 
they would not have Power so to apply, shall not extend to Capital 
25 or Eunds which such Company may by any Certificate of the 
Board of Trade under the recited Acts and this Act be empowered 
to raise, or which the Company may before the making of such 
Certificate have raised or be empowered to raise, for the Purpose of 
constructing Tramways and Railways in Ireland. 

30 12. Every Certificate of the Board of Trade under the recited Publication 

Acts and this Act shall be published in the Dublin Gazette ; and as jj£ 
from the Time (not being prior to such Publication) in the Certi- and its 
ficate prescribed, and if none is prescribed then as from the Time 
of such Publication, the Certificate shall have the like Eorce and 
35 Operation, and shall be as absolutely valid and conclusive, to all 
Intents, as if the Contents thereof (taken in conjunction with this 
Act) had been expressly enacted by Parliament ; and every such 
Certificate, when so published, shall be judicially noticed ; and the 
Validity of a Certificate shall not be impeached on account of any 
40 alleged Informality or otherwise in any Court or elsewhere.

A Copy of tlie Dublin Gazette, containing any Certificate 
ofCertificate, Order, or Hides of the Board of Trade, under this Act, or a Copy of 
““ such Certificate, Order, or Rules, purporting to be printed by the 
Printers of the Dublin Gazette, shall be conclusive Evidence of the 
due Publication thereof, without any Proof of the Gazette, or without 5 
any Proof of the Copy having been in fact so printed (as the Case 
may be).

If any Company or Persons fail to comply with this Provision 15 
they shall be liable to a Penalty not exceeding Twenty Pounds, and 
to a further Penalty not exceeding Five Pounds for every Day 
during which such Failure continues after the Day on which the 
first Penalty is incurred.
